The prosecutor made the statement’ in 
confirming the announcement that he 
had applied to Justice Charles A. Par- 
keer of the. New. Jersey Supreme Court 
for. an: order--to exhume the body of 
Mrs. Eleanor Reinhardt Mills, the choir 
Singer, which was\ found lying beside 
that of the Rev. Edward Wheeler Hall 
onthe morning of Sept. 16 last on an 
abandoned < farm+‘about a mife and a 
half-from the homes of the slain couple 
in New Brunswick. 

Charlotte . Mills, 1eyesk-old datighter 
of the slain woman, sent% letter yester- 
day to Governor Bdwards of New Jer- 
sey complaining that investigation into 
the crime was not bringing results and 
stating that she had ‘‘ recgfved letters 
from’ strangers saying that a political 
gang is running things.”’

For_a period which began before the 
_Sreat war there has been a steady in- 
| crease in the activities and the cost of 
State Government. -Expenses, appropri- 
ations; payrolls, tax levies, all have 
\ steadily mounted up higher and higher. 
We have all: been talking about it, the 
newspapers have printed countless ar- 
ticles about it; years ago it became ap- 
Parent that the process must be checked 
or. government would run into bank- 
ruptey “or “be saved from bankruptcy 

‘only ‘My imposing upon the people~ of 
the State burdens of taxation which 
Would destroy prosperity. Yet no-one 
| Rppeared:.to be able to stop the process 
of inflation. 

The continual ‘ncusiaie Was occasioned 

partly by the increase’ of population; 
- partly by necessary and proper exten- 
sions of .governmental activity to. meet 
new conditions of living; partly by the 
pressure of organized . minorities and 
special groups, who sought special- ex- 
penditures’ ‘from ~ government and 
“whose power to punish politically made 
resistance to their demands difficult; 
partly by the increased desire to share 
in ‘the ‘distribution of public funds cre- 
ated by observing freedom of distribu- 
tion; partly by the inevitable looseness 
of expenditure incident to a government 
whose organization formed under simple 
conditions had never been adapted to. 
more‘ complicated conditions; and partly 
by that .universal weakness of human 
natyre-which makes it easier to spend 
ether people’s money than to make po- 
litical or personal enemies by refusal. 


War's Demeralizing Influences. 


The process which -I have described 
_was reinforced by the demoralizing in- 
“fluence of the great war; the habit of 
indifference to cost under the necessi- 
ties of war; the habit of loose and 
profligate expenditures which is asso- 
ciated with every great war; the wide- 
spread appetite for public plunder culti- 
vated by getting easy money from public 
treasuries. Under this influence the 
»process of State extravagance was accel- 
erated at the very time when we were 
all demanding that it be checked. Our 
State Government did not stand alone 
“in- this process. The same thing went 

en with the Federal. Government; the 
* game thing went on.to.an even -worse 
- degree under the Government of the 
‘City of New York. But that makes 
‘the situation rather worse than better. 
Overtaxation by. the ‘Federal Govern-

-The liberal 
and expansive administration is popular 
and praised. The economical adminis- 
tration fs hated and abused. One re- 
ceives from . its. beneficiaries grateful 
recognition. and prophecies of political 
success and pérsonal preferment to great 
and still greater office; while the other 
inevitably proceeds in an atmosphere of 
promised disaster. | 

We need’ not impute ei wrong- 
doing or wrong motives to the managers 
of our State Government during this 
period of increasing expenditure. We 
must consider, however, that during a 
period when the coun 8 enormous war 
debt demanded: retrenchment, and when 
the impoverishment of the civilized 
world by war, and the diminished pur- 
chasing power of the world for all prod- 
ucts of industry, demanded personal and 
public thrift and economy, the people of 
the State of New ‘York had failed to 
‘secure economy in‘ their own govern- 
ment. 

In the election of .November, 1920, 
however, the people of the State elected 
a’ Governor who happned to have exactly 
the qualities needed for leadership in a 
change of the business of the State from 
public extravagance to public economy 
and efficiency. I say happened because 
there is always an element of chance 
when a man is selected for new duties. 
We all knew that Nathan L. Miller had 
been an honest and efficient Controller 
of the Stat& We all knew that he had 
been an able and impartial Judge of the 
Supreme Court and of the Court of Ap- 


peals of the State.. But nobody knew ;|, 


nobody could know whether he had the 
special qualities necessary to stop the 
Habit of increasing extravagance in the 
State Government. It appears that he 
had those qualities. We now know from 
the teft/ of experience that we were 
fortunate in finding just the right man 
for this difficult task. 


Miller a Man ef: Courage. 


Governor Miller knew the public busi- 
ness of the State.. He did not_have to 
depend upon the ex-parte: statement of 
any bureau chief or any interested party 
in the State’s transactions. He knew the 
life of the State and its people, its poli- 
tics and. politicians, its business and 
business men, its farm life and its city 
life, its production and its trade. To an 
active and alert intelligence he adds a 
trained faculty for thorough and sys- 
tematic study of difficult questions and 
a cheerful willingness to do hard work. 
He always knows where he stands: and 
is able to command the confidence which 
comes from the consciousness of know- 
ing the true conditions with .which he 
has to deal. He has perfect courage; 
not the kind of courage which a man 
has to be keyed up to by excitement; 
not the kind of courage by which a man 
succeeds in overcoming fear; but the 
habitual and instinctive courage which 
leads a man to do his duty without 
thinking at all what is going to happen 
to him. 

He is not only considerate and fair in 
the performance of his official duties, 
but the sincerity and. firmness of- his 
character carry to others a conviction 
that they may expect justice in his 
treatment of. them. He is free from the 
infirmities of temper which breed hatred 
and the subtilities which invite suspicion 
and distrust. He has the frankness and 
truth natural to courage. He is simple 
and direct in speech, without duplicity. 
He never taiks for the galleries. And he 
commands belief. He has perfect indif- 
ference: to his own’ political future. He 
is thinking about his job—not about/him- 
self.. He is not playing the part.of Gov- 
ernor in order to be President or.Sena- 
tor, or to be re-elected Governor. He is 
simply doing what he thinks is wise and 
just and for thé benefit of the people of 
the State. He did not’ seek the office of 
Governor—it. sought him. - He.is not 
seeking office now—it is seeking him. 

With these qualities Governor - Miller, 
with. his loyal ..coadjutors,. has’ stopped 
the awee@@s of expense in the State Gov- 
ernment, -.He has turned the tide. He 
has ;changed ; the tone‘ of government. 
He has given leadership to the men: in 
the -legislative and. executive depart- 
ments who had been struggling vainly 
against the current-‘of extravagance. 
They. have increased the efficiency of 
the executive force by decreasing the 
payroll nearly 10. per cent. -Instéad -of 
increased appropriations there have, been 

@ecreased | avpropriations. The Legis- 
lature: of 1921, instead. of increasing ap- 
propriations $61,000,000 above those of 
1920 asthe budget’ demanded, reduced 
appropriations to ‘$135;752;283.86, =. de-

One good illustration of the method 
followed was the treatment of cherita- 
ble institutions, one. of: the :chief items 
‘OF State expenditure and one of the most 
important. It is exceedingly ‘diffi 
test the merit of claims in behalf of these 
institutions. Accordingly, Governor Mil- 
ler proceeded himself to visit-all the in- 
stitutions of this description supported 
by the State. By the time that was 
through he was not only familiar with 
the special: conditions and administra- 
tive’ defects of these institutions, but he 
‘was an expert on the. administration of 
charitable institutidhs. Arta the general 
testimony of the people most familar 
~with these institutions is that the. thor- 
ough knowledge acquired by Governor 
Miller of their administration has result- 
ed in greater efficiency at less cost. 
Moreover, we have now a Governor who, 
when an institution calls upon the State 
for more monéy, knows whether it needs 
the money or merely wants it. 

Nor was this radical change in the at: 
titude of the State Government toward 
the expenditure of public money & mere 
negative policy.. Reductions were ‘not 
pros by abandoning or injuring the use- 

ful agtivities of the State. The result 
was accomplished without impairing the 
efficiency of any department or curtail- 
ing any work for public benefit that 
‘needed to be-done. There was no auto- 
cratic control or usurpation of Power, 
but full co-operation of ‘executive and 
legislature with respect and confidence. 
The Governor was able to say truly in 
hig message of May 7 7, 1921, that the 
great achievement of that year ‘was 
made possible by the painstaking work 
of the respective Chairmen of the Fi- 
nance Committee of the Senate and the 
Ways and Means Committee of the As- 
sembly, and to their rigid adherence to 
stated rules uninfluenced by any per- 
sonal consideration whatever.’ It would 
have. been impossible without executive 
leadership and it would have been. im- 


possible without legislative firmn 
loyalty. / eee 


Spirit of Government Changed. 

The vital thing was ch n 
spirit of the State tenant oan Bey 
stituting for a good-natured desire to 
please and to be popular, a stout-heart- 
ed determination that no State money 
should be spent except to serve the di- 
rect interests of the people of the State. 
This policy was administered with a 
far-sighted view to promote rather than 
to check the development and growth 
of the State. To the projects of great- 
est importance for the prosperity of the 
State was brought liberal treatment and 
that decision of character which is 
necessary to the practical accomplish- 
ment of ends. 

For a century the canal connecti 
the Great Lakes ina the tide water te 
the Atlantic had been a central feature 
of the material development of the 
State. Upon the construction of the 
Eris Canal, under De Witt Clinton, 
chiefly rested the pre-eminence of thé 
City of New York as the great seaport 
of America, and the activity and wealth 
of the State which owns and controls 
that port and its approaches. From the 
Production and trade fostered by that 
great waterway arose the series of 
splendid cities which mark the. line 
from Lake Erie to the Hudson and 
serve the needs of this prosperous land 
and of its vigorous people, independent 
in character, law abiding, jealous of 
their: ordered liberty, competent to en- 
joy its opportunities. It/ was that wa- 
terway, which opened to the Middle 
West and the Northwest.of our country. 
for their production and supply access 
to the world’s trade through ‘the portals 
of the Hudson, and served to build up 
those great commonwealths which now 
perhaps have forgotten the debt they 
owe. 

Yet how disptriting has been the lates 
history of this great work. It became 
out of touch with its time. The volume 
of trade tells the story of something 
wrong about the canal. The total ton- 
nage of all the canals of the State was:

For «many years we have been: grum- 
bling and seeking es for the enor- 
mous port and charges in ‘the 
Harbor of New York, which are an in- 
tolerable burden upon trade and upon 
the farms and upon the consumers of 
the State. For a long time the water- 
front of New York' had. been held in 
private ownership, and fault was found 
with the wharfage charges. Then, in 
order to relieve commerce, the city ac- 

quired the ownership of the waterfront. 
The result of that effort is that the 
dock property belonging to the City of 
New -York is valued at $212,000,000, and 
it is credibly asserted that the city 
leases its docks at low or nominal rates 
to favored individuals and corporations 
.and the lessees get the profits from 
chargés which make the cost of docking 
in’ New York the highest in the world. 
This appears by testimony taken under 
oath before a joint legislative commit- 
tee, which reported on Jan.,.80, 1922. 
The report enumerates twenty-four city 
piers leased by the city for $1, 
and sublet by the lessees for. $5, 
an “advance of $4,190,288 and a profit 
of more than 280 per cent. 

Letting of City Piers. 

‘I-will quote a paragraph from the com- 
mittee's report illustrating the way in 
wake this was done: 

e Maritime Shipping Company, a 
concern without capital, not goin go 
and owning no ships, occupied Pier! 72, 
at the foot of Bast Twenty-fourth Street, 
from Sept. 1, 1919, to Nov. 14, 1920, at 
an annual rental of $40,000, and rented 
berthing privileges at a. net annual prof- 
it of $61,000 over the rent paid. 

**Sabbatino & Co., a concern com- 
posed of a young saloon keeper’s helper, 
who was later interested in @, small 
moving picture house, and a ship’s clerk 
without capital, and. not engaged in 
shipping, received from the Dock De- 
partment a large number of berthing 
permits between June 7. 1918, and Sept. 
22, 1921, which they sublet to ships en- 
tering the port. While their records 
were destroyed or suppressed, numerous 
cases of such rentals showing a profit 
of from 66 to.400 per cent. over the 
amount paid the Dock Department were 
established. ‘They. were permitted a 
credit account with the Dock Depart- 
ment, and deposited during this period 
over $1,000,000 in bank. 

- “Tittle or no effort has been made 
by the city to limit or restrict wharfage 
charges by lessees or permittees.”’ 

One special way of distributing the 
moneys exacted from commerce for the 
use of these docks is reported by the 
committee. It is by forcing the policing 
of the docks into the hands of private 
agencies whose service was a charge 
upon the commerce using the docks. 
Under this system the official figures 
show there were employed in policing 
the docks of New York, in the year 1920, 
12,000 men at a cost of $35,850,000, more 
men and at a higher cost then in the 
entire public police force of New York 
with its 6,000,000 inhabitants. 

These things illustrate the reason why 
it costs more to get a barrel of apples 
from the waterfront of New York to the 
grocer than it does from Niagara Coun- 
ty, 400 miles away, to the New York 
waterfront. These things illustrate one 
reason why the farmer gets low-prices 
for his products and: the city consumer 
pays high prices for his food, and the 
profit leaks out somewhere between the 
two, 


Three Remedies Under Way. 


We have long known and felt this evil, 
but every remedy proposed has been 
strangled by some other proposal and 
nothing has been done. Now something 
effective is being done. That decision 
of character which marks the natural 
executive has been brought to bear upon 
the situation. Three things are being 
done: -First, the canal terminals. Sec- 
ond, the tuhnel under the Hudson for 
vehicles and foot passengers to relieve 
the congestion of freight and make the 
use of the city docks to that extent un- 
hécessary. This is to cost $29,000,000, 
and is to be paid in equal parts by the 
States of New Jersey and New York; 
and our State Legislature has already 
appropriated $10,500,000 of the $14,500,- 
000 required. 

These appropriations were part of the 
reduced economy budgets that I have 
been speaking of. The reduction could 
have been made larger by the omission 
of these items, and that would doubtless 
have been done.had the policy followed 
beén merely to; acquire credit for econ- 
omy. But wise policy for the State de- 
manded the expenditure and it is being 
made, More than four-fifths of the State 
lies west of the Hudson River. Thou-

Through the centre ofthis area runs the 
dividing line between the States of New 
York and New Jersey ‘under concurrent 
legislation, adopted by the Legislatures. 
More than a hundred differerit munici- 
palities have control. over the area. 
Many great railroads have their termi- 
nals on either side of the dividing State 
line, to receive and deposit and dis- 
tribute freight and passengers. 

No single power bas had the control 
necessary to systematige and regulate

The creation of the new Port Authority 
is.a step in that direction. It rests 
on the authority of complete sover- 

- It 
is to be obsefved, however, that if Tam- 
many Hall secures control of the gov- 
ernment of the State of New York at 
the coming election, she will easily 
strangle the Port of New York Authority 
and leave Tammany in the undisturbed 
possession of control over our com- 
merce. 


Water Power and Electricity. 
For years we have been talking about 
using our water power in the State to 
make and distribute electricity. A mil- 
lion available horsepower from other

the Constitutional Convention of 1894 
in this city.

Praise for President Harding. 


All of these things required the exer- 
cise of moral forces.

Battling Siki, the 
victor over Georges Carpentier, in the 
American ring. The manager of the 
Senegalese fighter has been the recipient 
during the past twenty-four hours of 
cable offers from Tex Rickard and Tom 
O’Rourke, and another American pro- 
moter now in Europe also is bidding 
for the Battler’s services. Siki, in addi- 
tion, has received an offer from Major 
Wilson of England to meet the winner 
of the coming fight between Joe-Beckett 
and Frank Moran, which is to be held 
in London. 

Manager Hellers, manager for Siki, 
said this evening to The Associated Press 
that his last and final conditions were 
1,100,000 francs net, exclusive of income 
tax, to meet either Harry Wills or 
ae Greb in the United States, or 

600,000 francs for a fight with Jack 
Hoseneny Oct. 26 or any date thereafter. 
Hellers added that if he could not obtain 
his demands he would not go to the 
United States this winter but: would re- 
main in Europe and fight England’s best 
glove men. 

Siki hereafter will be unable to. make 
tie. light heavyweight limit. Hellers 
says he expects to piace his man in the 
ring for his next. battle: weighing . 184 
pounds, as against 174, the poundage

MR. BURTON ON THE WAR DEBTS. 

Representative BurtTon’s remarks 
at London on Tuesday regarding the 
foreign .Government obligations ow- 
ing. to the) United Gtates Treasury 
were described by him. as personal 
and not necessarily official; but it is 
reasonable to assume that in thus 
publicly. outlining the merits of the 
case he would not have departed from 
the general conelusions of the World 
War Foreign Debt Commission, of 
which he is a member. His judgment 
ie that outright cancellation is im- 
possible for three reasons. One is 
that the loans made to European 
nations represent the proceeds of 
other loans raised from its own people 
by the United States . Government, 
which was thus made debtor as well 
as creditor. Also, a considerable part 
of the total $10,141,000,000 indebted- 
ness had been incurred after ‘the 
armistice and not during the war it- 
self, its purpose having “been: indus- 
trial rehabilitation ‘‘ rather than 
** prosecution of war in a time of 
‘* great emergency.”’ We believe that, 
roughly, about $1,400,000,000 of the 
total credits derived from Liberty 
bonds were granted after November, 
1918: Mr. Burtron did not mention 
the further fact to which Mr. BarucH 
lately called attention—-that part of 
the proceeds even during wartime 
were “devoted to purchase: of food 
which. was resold afterward to the 
people of the purchasing Govern- 
ment. 

?The third consideration raised by 
Mr. BurRTON was addressed particu- 
larly to London’s practical business 
sense. When the loans were made,

The way to cause England to give up 
the red: rock of Heligoland was found 
in the colonial domain. Lord Salisbury 
proved inclined to éxchange the “‘ bar- 
ren rock’’ for Zanzibar and Witu in 
East Africa. From. commercial . sources 
and the reports of the commanders of 
German cruisers. and gunboats which 
were stationed there and cruised along 
the coast of the recently acquired Ger- 
man East African colonies, I knew that, 
as* soon as Taga, Dar-es-Salaam, &c., 
rose to prosperity, the importance of 
Zanzibar on the coast of Africa as the 
principal port of transshipment would 
be, a thing of the past, sipce, as soon 
as’ the above-mentioned harbors: were 
made deep enough and provided with 
sufficient. cargo-loading equipment ‘for 
trading steaniers, there would no longer 
be any need of ferrying goods coming 
from the interior in dhows.to Zanzibar, 
fh order to have ‘them again loaded on 
versels there, since they could be loaded 
direct at the new harbors along the 
coast. 

Therefore, twas convinced that we 
had,: first, ‘an acceptable asset ‘for 
Swapping purposes,. and, secondly, a 
good opportunity to avoid colonial fric- 
tion with England and come to a 
friendly understanding with her.

REVIEW. OF THE 
FOREGOING CHAPTER

of the Editorial Staff of The New York Times 
was the bad luck of General Count 
von Caprivi that he was a/soldier 
who was compelled to serve the pub- 
lic in two fields for which he had 
no particular talents—naval affairs 
and politics. Everybody who knew him 
seemed to ‘think that 1 would have 
made an excellent Chief of the Army 
Genéral Staff. Alfred von Tirpitz, later 
Grand Admiral, who was’ related to Ca- 
privi and served under him in the Navy 
Department, has left an -account of 
Caprivi's tenure of that office which dif-. 
fers somewhat. from.the>:Kaiser’s. In 
the "70s and ‘80s the German Navy. was 
regarded as a branch of the army, and 
the generals who had charge of it looked 
on it as a side issue which, if it had to 
be maintained at all, should be managed 

on military lines. ‘ 

Caprivi's: state of mind, enntiiitinas to 
Tirpitz, was dominated by the fixed be- 
lief,. ‘‘ Next. year’ we shall: have .a war 
on ‘two fronts,"’  *‘ He said to himsélf,’’ 
Tirpitz writes, ‘‘first of all the war 
which is coming day after tomorrow 
must be settled, and then we cart go on 
developing the navy.’’ As remarked in 
the notes on a previous instalment, Tir- 
pitz’s account of Caprivi’s reason for 
giving up the naval post does not agree 
with the Kaiser’s. Tirpitz says that 
Caprivi got out because the Kaiser want- 
ed. to run the navy, or a part ofit, 
himself, and degit with Caprivi’sgsubor- 
dinates instead of the chief. Bismartk,

But Tirpitz,. who 
cannot be accused of special love. for 
England, or disregard for the German 
Navy, says (1,.89), “ We never thought 
of the value. of Heligoland in a war with 
Bngland. Caprivi’s reason for acquiring 
the island was not so much. its military 
importance, which. we hardly took into 
account, as the desire to put us on’ good 
terms with England. As a matter of 
fact, the navy greeted, the. new posses- 
sion: with mixed feelings, as the fortifi- 
cation of the island deprived? the havy 
of sums which were excessive for those 
times.’’ . - 

Contrary to the Kaiser’s implication, 
Bismarck could have had ‘Heligoland. 
The suggestion was made by Joseph 
Chamberlain to _Hérbert von Bismarck’ 
in London,.in-March, 1889 (Foreign Of- 
fice Documents, IV, 406-409). Chamber- 
lain’ wanted to get German. Southwest 
Africa and add it to Cape Cojony, and 
suggested to Herbert that Germany had 
no particular use for it. Herbert agreed, 
but said that ‘‘ merely as a matter of 
prestige we could not. give it up, since 
it had been the starting-point of our 
colonial enterprises.” 

** Naturally,”’ —\— said Chamberlain, 
“there must be compensation. -What do 
you think if we. gave you Heligoland 
instead, which ds useless for England 
and worth having for you, were it but 
for the prestige?’’ - Herbert said this
